lem of the cleft palate child, and 
with variable results. Frequently he has 
expressed dissatisfaction with his results 
by introducing new techniques of repair 
or of reconstruction of the palate, only 
to be again disappointed with the ulti- 
mate outcome.

AIMS OF CLEFT PALATE SURGERY 


According to Barsky the aims of cleft 
palate surgery are simply: 1—the recon- 
struction of an anatomical separation be- 
tween the nasal and oral cavities and, 2 
—production or creation of a function- 
ing palate, which, with the other adja- 
cent structures will form a good velo- 
pharyngeal sphincter and thus assure 
successful speech development. Due to 
the improvement in the surgical tech- 
nique and due to the better and safer 
methods of anesthesia, it is now safe to 
say that the first requisite of cleft palate 
surgery, reconstruction of an anatomical 
separation between the nasal and oral 
cavities, can be successfully accomplished 
in the majority of patients. However, the 
second requisite, normal speech, still re- 
mains a monumental evidence of the in- 
adequacy of present day treatment of 
these oro-facial cripples. 

There is no doubt that excellent re- 


sults are obtained by some surgeons, both 
in the mechanical reconstruction of the 
palate and in restoration of normal 
speech, but there is some serious doubt 
expressed that such excellent results are 
the rule throughout the country. 

To the two goals already mentioned, 
relative to the treatment of the cleft 
palate, it is imperative that still another 
requirement be added, and that serious 
consideration be given each case prior to 
any contemplated surgical procedure. 
This consideration is the avoidance of the 
distressing consequences of ill planned, 
ill executed and of premature palatine 
surgery. 


PROGRESSIVE DEFORMITIES 


Good immediate postoperative results 
seem to have very little if any relation to 
the deformities of the mouth and face 
which become increasingly evident as the 
baby infant progresses into childhood, 
adolescence and adulthood. A repaired 
cleft palate, which contributes little if 
anything to the development of normal 
speech, can hardly be considered ade- 
quate compensation for the resultant 
deformities characterized by the malposi- 
tion and malocclusion of teeth, narrow- 
ing of the upper arch in its transverse 
and antero-posterior diameters, and ex- 
ternally, by a flattening of the face and a 
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marked disproportion between the upper 
and lower jaws. That such deformities, 
in various degrees, are directly related 
and secondary to the surgery on the pal- 
ate, is substantiated and well documented 
by.a great deal of study in several clinics 
and laboratories of some of the Univer- 
sities in this country. 

Various plastic surgery procedures de- 
scribed and at times referred to as secon- 
dary corrective procedures are a mute ad- 
mission of the undesirable consequences 
of cleft palate surgery. 

It is significant that Barrett Brown, 
Fryer and Templeton find it necessary 
to advocate a ramisection of the mandi- 
ble to correct a marked disproportion of 
the upper and lower jaws. They find it 
necessary to operate on a normal mandi- 
ble to bring it into some harmony with 
the abnormal maxilla. This noteworthy 
contribution by Brown and his associates 
is used to point out another bit of evi- 
dence of the interference with normal 
growth and development of the maxilla 
directly following cleft palate surgery. 

Recently Graber, Slaughter and Bro- 
die, and Waldron published rather con- 
vincing data on the effects that palatine 
surgery exerts on the growth processes. 
They do not condemn the necessity of 
cleft palate surgery but, they strongly 
suggest that some definite revisions are 
indicated in the field of the surgical and 
non surgical treatment of the cleft palate 
child. 


INTRA-ORAL CRUTCHES 


During the last few years we have 
witnessed a serious attempt at the solu- 


tion of the problem by the construction 
and use of various types of artificial ap- 
pliances with the thought of avoiding 
some palatine surgery and in some cases 
of improving speech. It must be admit- 
ted that prosthodontic appliances have 
a definite place in the scheme of total 
rehabilitation of the cleft palate patient, 
but this form of substitution for a palate 
falls short of the ideal. Conway states 
that such contrivances at best represent 
intra-oral crutches which require frequent 
removal for hygienic purposes. 

Recently there is observed a renewal 
of interest in the use of pharyngeal flaps 
as a surgical method in speech improve- 
ment. Robert E. Moran and Herbert 
Conway published their results independ- 
ently and both indicate certain and def- 
inite beneficial results in improved phona- 
tion. This resurgence of pharyngoplasty 
is another example of the desire and in- 
tention on the part of the plastic surgeon 
to attain his objective of good speech de- 
velopment. It is likewise another admis- 
sion of dissatisfaction with the results of 
palatine surgery. 

In spite of the steady growth of the 
knowledge of the problems and needs of 
a cleft palate patient and in spite of the 
improvement of the surgical techniques, 
total rehabilitation of these cripples has 
much to be desired. 

It is gratifying to note that many of 
the leading surgeons, motivated by pro- 
fessional honesty, recognize these facts 
and admit that there exists a real neces- 
sity for intensive study and inspection of 
the whole problem of the surgical treat- 
ment and rehabilitation of patients with 
a cleft palate.

A BARGAIN? 


In recent months professional men in medicine and dentistry have become 
more noticeably concerned, or at least have developed a logorrhea on one subject 
—the collection ratio between the service rendered and the actual cash income. 
This has even reached the most ardent braggart of an “all cash” practice, whose 
participants in “intra-scientific” sessions have not the admiration of old for this 
master of the business world. The Bureau of Labor Statistics indicate that fees 
for medical and dental treatment have not kept pace with the general increase 
in our cost of living—yet the present per month collection ratio has given a good 
number of men a topic for “small group” discussion. 

The Chicago Transit Authority, an organization which is also a topic for 
discussion and perhaps of questionable parentage, recently quoted a group of 
figures by the Chicago Department of Labor Statistics in their C.T.A. Rider’s 
Reader. The following chart appeared under the heading “Transit Fares Are 
Still Among Chicago’s Best Bargains” :

WHAT PRICE GLORY? 


The cost of living in general increased about twice as much as did the charges 
for medical and dental treatment during the same period of time. The over-all 
cost of labor, according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, increased 139.9% in 
the 1939-1950 period. This is a commendable fact since the working man is, 
and should be, our economic backbone. 

Why then should we administrators of health, who have not kept pace with 
the general increase in prices, be among the last to receive financial remunera- 
tion? It should follow that if we have been a regular fellow with our fees, the 
patient should be a regular fellow with his obligation to us. The professional 
man’s cost of living, as exemplified by the increase in rentals, the cost of equip- 
ment and materials directly connected with his daily work, and his failure to 
keep pace with the general increase in the cost of living, places him in a 
category of diminishing returns. 

Confusion in world policy, politics, and economic stability helped to create 
a major portion of these monetary adhesions—still, we might help our cause by 
using this subject as a topic for “chair time” conversation.

His actions 
were termed beneficial to his community 
and prompted the proposed legislation. 

Lobbyist Hegland got busy and did his 
best to dispel erroneous ideas circulating 
among wavering senators. . . . The bill 
lost by thirty votes, only six more than 
could have been considered as opposition, 
less than one hour before the voting. A
